(VX X11. Preached the Gofpell toa very numerous 
425 auditory. And whenas the Citizens thought of fome 
Ya courfe to bring him in among them, they were hinde- 
red by the Papitts, who gave him fome mall piece of money , to goe 
fome where elfe, and exercife his Talent. He heteupon goes his waiest 
and having toucht at feveralt places, cating about for his beft profit and 
advantage, after fome moneths abfence, returns back to A/uxfler. They 
that were not well pleafed therewith, did what they could to keepe 
him out of the Pulpit : but to no purpofe , the people were already fo 
much taken with him. Therefore prefenly dome of the adler 
and wealthier fort got him in among them into the Citie : and finding 
the Church doors fhut up againit him, they fet him upa Pulpit with- 
out doors in the porch. And beingnow become confdent of their 
{trength, and prefuming on their numbers, they make bold to demannd- 
the key es of the Church trom the Pricfts, threatning otherwi'e them- 
felves to breake open the doors. Not long after, Rotman, by thecoun- 
felland confent of fome,, who were chicte of bis party, fends letters 
into the Lana-grave of He lens — ; being not far difta:.t thenee,

i with the hazard of their own lives. Hereupon the Magiftrates cite the ) 
: Fryers, and Priefts to appeare before them in publique, exhibiting the 
| fame Articles of their errors alledged againft them. Now whereas they 
in had ever borne the people in hand , that their Doctrine was according 
to purity, and grounded on the Word of God, which not 
i)». thofe Preachers denyed, undertaking to maintain it with their utmo 
H  perill ; the Magiftrates demanded of them , whether they could con- 
— fute by Scripture what was objeCted againft them. This being in fuch 
aa manner propofed unto them, as that they might well perceive thereby 
the Magiftrates ftood affetcd, they anfwered im briefe, that they 
1} had nothing to urge for their owne defence ; but that, whereas hither 
| | to they had made the people beleeve their Dodtrine to be found and 
warrantable, all proceeded cither from opinion or ignorance. Where- 
fore the Magiftrates upon conviétion of their falfhood , and errours in 
Do@rine, having nothing to anf wer for themfel vés, but the bare con- 
|  feffion of their own lewdneffe, commanded that for the time to come, 
they fhould ceafe preaching to the people , and yeeld up their roomes 
ai | every where tothefe new Teachers , who had deteéted and laid open 
their ignorance and impoftures. Afterward, by a joynt agreement of 


— — 


= the Magiftrates and people, they had each of them particular Churches 
Ale _ appointed to teach in, which the Fryers in serie tooke very fcurvi- 
i by, but they efpecially of the Cathedral, being moft of them defcended 
of good Tamils. They, when they faw no other remedie, departed 
making their addreffz to the Bithop ; the refult of their 


contultations with whom was, to befet all the| wayes and paffages, 
whereby provifion might be brought into the Citie, Which being done, 
the Bifhop with the reft , went to Te/get a {mall towne fome three 
a _, aniles diltant from the Citie, to take further Counfell there. At length 
chey difpatcht a Mefienger with letters to the Magiftrates , warnmng

their former ftate and condition ; otherwife, that they fhould be decla- 
red as enemies. The Bifhop then was Count Francis Waldecke , and 
before him Fredericke, brother to the Archbifhop of Collen: But hee, — 
either for his healths fake, or fore-feeing the ftorme that was like to fal, 
had not long before voluntaril: quitted both office and place;contented 
to lead a private life rather in his own Country, then to hazard his qui- 
etnefle among a factious and {editious people. 

They of AZunfter, upon dil:beration, detayned the meflenger, and if- 
f{uing out upon Chriffmas Eve, fome nine hundred of them came unex- 
pectedly wpon the Town, which inftantly they tooke, befetting every 
way , that none might make efcape: but the Bifhop had departed 
thencethe day before. Thus they brought the prifoners into the Citie, 
among whom were the chiefe of the Clergie, and others of very noble 
defcent. The Magiltrates demanded of them, what they intended to do, 
and whether they purpofed any more to hinder the preaching of 
the Gofpell for the time to come ? They freely anfwered, they would 
do what in them lay to furtherit. Bry this means they fell to an agree- 
ment, a Copie whéreof the Magiftrates fent tothe Landgrave of Hef- 
fen, withall intreating him, that for the Gofpels & Common-wealths 
fake, he would not be wanting to help on a bufines of fo great moment. 

Hert upon he di{patcheth fome to them , by whofe interceffion a re- 
concilea:ent was made ; But all wrongs and injuries being forgotten, 
a firm peace was concluded of:that in fixe Churches the Gofpel fhould 
be taught ; that whatfoever was unbefeeming or fuperftitious in mat- 
ters of Religion, fhould be abolifhed ; that in the Cathedrall nothing 
fhould be altered , that the Citizens fhould not thinke that it any way 
belonged to then. Thefe Articles of agreement were fubferibed and 
figned with the feales of the Landgrave , the Biop and his Officers, 
the Nobility , Gentry , and people in generall, February the x1v. 
_ Things being fetled in this manner, there came to ALunffer one John 
of Leyden, an Hollander, and a Botcher by profeffion, a ftiffe Anabap- 
rift He having cunningly infinuated himfelfe into the acquaintance of 
the Preachers there, began at fir{t, in private difcourfe , to aske them, 
whether they thought it fit to baptize Infants ? which they affirming, 
he wholly carryed with the contrary opinion, fell to {coffing and con- 
temning of them. Wherevpon Bsrnard Rotman, of whom there is for- 
mer mention, in apublike affembly of the people, exhorted them all to 
pray untoGod, that they might enjoy the Doéttine of Chriftin pu- 
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4. Mock-Mayefiie, or, 
rity , not polluted with the corruptions of fanaticall and hot-braind 
men,efpecially the Anabaptifts,who fecretly crept in among them, ind 
frequented their Affemblies : whole opinion, 1f it fhould once bur get 
the upper hand, was like to prove deftructive both to Church & Com- 
mon-.wealth. About the fame time came thither alfoone Herm is Sta- 
preda, Wha being appointed collegue, or partner in the Miniitery with 
Rotmar, began publ qucly to Wve igh sgaintt the Baptiime of tle ones. 
This fellow had been fometime a hearer of one Henry Roll, whom 
they of J ¢richt had not long before this, put to derth for his preaching 
of Anabaptifme. And this was another degre and ftep, whereby to 
advance this new doétrine ; the matter being already. brought to fucha 
pafle, thar all the talke of the Town was now cone: tning the «4abap- 
tiffs. Yet what they did was all in private ; none being admitted into 
their affemblies , but fuch as were of their owne Seét ; their Teachers 
likewife forbearing.to maintain any thing in publike , venting their do- 
tines in the night time when others wercafleepe, then only perfor- 
ming their mifterious works of da: knefle. But matters could not ve care 
tied fo clofe, but that the people mult needs take notice thereof, who 
touke great exceptions at it, andecryed out ihame that new 
- fhould be fowed and feattered abroad by nig't, as if they feared the re- 
‘proofe and confutation of the day ligit.. Heeupon the Magiltrates 
amade an Ordinance, that the chicf authors thereof thould quit the Ci- 
ty - which indeed they did ; but wereno {ooner gone forth, bur they 
returned back by another way, being now fo bold as to give it out, that 


» | God had commanded them tg continue there ftill, and to play their

arts witha deale of bravery and confidence. This fomewhat moved: 
the Maciftrates, and indeed {truck them with nofmall wonder : Ther- 
fore to avoid greater uproares, and commoti -ns in the Citie, aswel the 
Minifters of the Anabeptilts as of the Gofpel] , are cited to app-are in. 
theit Towne Hall, and a fet number of learned men appointed befides. 
Here Rotman bewrais of what {pirit & teinper he was, & having for fo 
long together kept him clo’e, he now in a generall concourfe publi-. 
fhes hisopinion,and with a great deal of bitterneffe, he declares the b 
tifme of Infants to bea thing both ungodly and execrable : but Herman: 
Bufch,1 very karned man, foably maintained the contrary in prefence 
of the Magiftrates, that they. by a publique decree were {trait way com- 
manded to forlake the Citie. They finding no remedie , pretended how . 
unfate it was for them to paff the Bilhops Countrey ; whereupon 


the Magiltrates gave them fafe conduct and provifion for their pe 
ut

But having formerly refolved never to change their abode for any o- 
ther, but tonefth: here {till , aftera while returnd privately to their 
profelytes here , lurking clofely in their houfes fora tiine. The Mact- 
{trates in the meane while, bc fore fuch time as they began to peepe out 
of their holes, fhut up the doores of all their Churches {ave one. For 
their feare was, leit the Anabaptifts , whofe nuaibers daily encreafed, 
having once more got the company of their Teachers there , might 
wholly fhut out the Minilters of the Go!pell. 
Vpon this in November, the Landgrave at the requeft of the Magi- 
ftrates, fent two Miniflters more to preach ainong thei , Theodoricks 
Fabricius and John But ALelfinger, apprchending the com- 
motions in the Citic, and the danger which inight enfue thereon, retur- 


~ ned home againe prefently. The other zcaloufly exhorted the Citizens 


that they would heedtully bewsre of the do¢tiineof the Anahaprifts ; 
in which courfe likewrfe he held on couragioufly , and continued in ir, 
till {uch tune as the Avabaprif?s getting the upper hand, made all flye 
before fhem out of the Citie, as you fhall heareanon. And to make all 
fure,as hethovght, the Landgrave preferibed a {ct forme of doctrine 
and adminiftration. of Difcipline, & that by confent of the Magiftrates 
and people : by whofe permiffion alio Peter Wirtem had leave to begin 
againe to preach ; but after a few Sermons, by Rotman’s initigation, he 
was expcil’d by the e4nabaprifts|; who being now become more infe- 
lent and daring , tooke upon thein to challenge Fabricins and others to 
difpute with them. The Magiftrates gave way hereunto, ordering 
withall that they fhould ufe no arguments or authority, but fuch as 
they brought out of Scripture, or the writings of Orthodox men ; ap- 
pointing fume fufficient and learncd men, who, as Judges, hearing and 
examining what could be alleadgsd on both fides, fhow'd decide the 


controverfie ; and whatthey detcrmined fhould {tard ratified, and ac- 


knowkedged by all , for the {pecdier abolithing of contentions! and 
quarrels, and the re{toring and ctaclifhing cf peice in the Chareh: but 


Rotmanand his fellows wou'd not ftand to thefe conditions. When 


as therefore they would not agree to this ordering and decifion of the 
matter in hand, they came to be flighted generally , and {earned By the 
common fort of people. To wath away which fhame and conten pt, 
they devifed a.more ¢ffectuall and compendious courfe, and it was 
thus. One who was fulticiently inftructed to act his part, was fubor- 
ned by the reft to counterfeit himfelfe infpired on the fudden by rhe’ 
holy Ghoft, and to run to and fro up and down the Cirle , calling out”

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onthe people, as he went along, to repent, and be baptized againe ; 
het otherwile the heavy wrath of God would {uddainly fall upon 
them all. What tumults happened among the people hereupon, is eafie 
to imagine , every one that had been rebaptized crying up the fame a- 
maine, and that too mthe fame manner. therefore fearing the 
‘fierce anger of God, fo much threatned by them, were perfwaded, be- 
ine other wife men of an honeft meaning , but herein betrayed by their 
-owne fimplicity and weaknefle. Others alfo yeelded to them ; but to 
no other end, but to fave what they had : forthe Anabaprifts handled 
them that ftood out ina manner, turning them quite out of 
all. This hapned about the end of December , whereupon their Tea- 
chers now to look out againe , having concealed themfelves as I 
told you before, in their feverall lurking holes : and fo gathering a 
ereat concour{e of people in the Market-place, they cryed out amaine 
to flay all fuch as had not been ized , elteeming them in no better 
a condition then Pagans and Infidels. Next they feized upon the pub- 
lique ine of Armes, and the Court Hall, befides the ¢ they 
offered to the houfes of private men, and thofe of beft quality. ‘There 
were fome, who to fave themfelves and theirs, had got them into a 
: place of the Citie, which. was naturally difpofed for defence , and by 
_ this meanes they tooke many of them. This bickering with the efna- 
baptifts, who had fortified themfelves in the Market houfe , lafted fo 
long, tillat length, giving Hoftages on both fides, they came to acom- 
pobtion ; wherein it wasagreed upon, that every one fhould enjoy 
their own Religion, depart to their owne houfes , and keepe the peace 
for the tine tocome. Rotman in the meane while, and Bernard K nip- 
perdoling , the ringleaders of the faction , althongh they feemed out- 
‘wardly to advance the compofition, yet under hand fending letters to 
the neighboring Townes, they invited them of theirown Sect, that 
leaving all they had, they fhould forthwith repaire to AZunfter ; tel- 
ling them withall, that what they loft thereby , they fhould fpeedily 
repaine againe with ten-fold ufury. Moved by thefe large {welling 
_ promifes, they came thither in great numbers , women afwel as men, 
every one dévouring great matters in their hopes , ially of 
meaner condition. The Citizens, efpecially they of the wealthier fort, 
perceiving the Citie to fill with: ftrangers , withdrew themfelves as 
conveniently as they could, leaving the Sgt omifcuous 


multitude behind them. Fhis wasin February , a Shrove- 
tide, tthe yeare M.D, XXXIIT. | he 
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The one fide being by this meanes weakned , the Anabaptifts fell to 
chufing anew Magiftracy , all of their own faction. They madelike- 
wifetwonew Burgomatters, Knipperdoling being oneof them. And 
_ not Jong after, they fet St. Maurices Church, firingit, with all 
the houfes neere it. Then they fell to robbing and fpoiling all the o- 
ther Churches, efpecially the Cathedrall. And after all this mifchiefe, 
in the lag place, running through every ftreet of the Citie , they called 
out upon the people to t. Then changing their note, they war- 
ned all the wicked, (as they term’d them ) ftraightway to quit the 

* place, except they had a mind to run the hazard of their lives. Then ta- 
ingarmes , they prefentlie forced all fuch as were not of their owne 
Se&, out of the Citie, making no reckoning of either age or fexe ; in- 
fomuch, as many women great with childe, mifcaried in this heady & 
tumultuarie flight. Next they {eize upon the goods of them they had 
drivenout. And although thishappened , but the day betore the Bi- 
fhop befieged the Citie; y et fome in their flight thence, falling into the 
Bifhops hands , were entreated no better then enemies ; and it coft 
fome of them their lives ,and them one or two were Minifters 


of the Gofpell.. Peter Wirtem, of whom I fpake before, being infome _ 
danger, was delivered by interceffton of the Landgrave. Theothet 


Townimen warned with the feare hereof, fecing what danger they 
that had Icft the Citie had run themfelves into ,’ being well meaning © 
men, were forced in a manner againft their wills to ftay there ftill. A- 
bout this time Fobn Matthewsa Prophet , for that terme they ufe, of 
high efteem amon gthem , commanded that every one fhould bring 
into the publike what gold, filver or other moveables whatfoever they 
were pofiefied of, thréatning death to fuchas fhould faile hereof. And — 
ahoufe was publikely appointed for the fame purpofe. The people 
being terrified with the {cveritie of this Ordinance, were fain to obey. 
And to avoid all deceit herein, by keeping back any part of what they 

had, two maids forfooth, and they Prophetefles, were fuborned, pre# 
tending to reveale whatfoever couzenage any one comet there 
in. Neither bronght they together onely what was theit owne, but 
their goods alfo were brought in common, whom they had turn’d out 
of the Citie. In the next place the fame Prophet commanded, that no 
bodie fhould have, or keepe by him, any other booke , fave the Bible =: 
that all other bookes fhould be brought and burnt in publique. This 
commandement hee faid he had received from God. Bookes there~ 
fore were brought together in great numbers , and confamed in the 
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flames. A certaine Smith by chance atthe fame time, called Heber: 
Trutcling, had caft forth fome jcfting {peeches again{t them they called 
their Prophets. This comming to be known, they calied together the 


- mulatude, and appoint others to beready in armes ; here they accufe 


and condemn the fellow : this mov'd the people exceedingly, The firft 
that laid handsion him was the Prophet I told ‘yqu of, throwing him © 
down, and then running.a pike into him , yet the wound ‘proved not 
mortal, although he ran at him with his ful ftrength Then hecomman- 


- dtd him tobe removed to another place, where he fhot him witha 


musket, which hee fmatcht out ofa young mans,hand that ftood by. . 
But when as this neither could fpeed him, he faid God had revealed it 
tohim , that the time was not yet come that he muft dye.;and that 


~ moreover God had revealed his grace unto him. However hee dyed 


within a few dayes after. -Hereupon the Prophet taking a long {peare, 
and running violently through the Citie, cryedout;, that God the Fa- 
ther had commanded .him to.beate. the enemic.off from the Citic ; but 
comming netre the enem ¢s Quarters, he was met by.a common {ouldi- 
er, who prefently ran him through, And although his predictions 
fhort,,, and failed him now in a fecond bufinefle ; yet his fullow Pro- 
phets had fo infetuated and be witched the people, and {et out the mat-, 
ter in fuch a drefle ,, that they much lamented the lofie.of hin ; fearing 
withall, that fome heavy judgment hung over their heads, having to. 


worthy eminent a man taken from among them. But Jobs of Ley- 


den being alio a Prophet, and of next efteem to him, bids them all be of 
ood cheere ; for that it had been long before revealed to him, that hee 
PS a a {uch an end ; that hee would take his Widow home to 
himfelfe, and make her his wife. | 
Two daies before Eafter they ran into the Churches , and there fcll 
a ringing all the bells at once. Not long after Kmipperdoling prophefies 
that they who were now in high place and dignity fhould be brought — 
low enough and that others agzin fhould be preferr'd and.raif d from an 
humble and meane condition : and that he commands all the Churches 
fhould be deftroyed, maintaining witha great dealeof gravity, that 
this Commandeinent proceeded from God himfelfe. Wherefore upon 
this afleveration, he was obeyed with a great deale the more cheeretul- 
nefle and diligence, About the fame time Jobs of Leyden deliversa 
{word to Kmip rdoling, & orders him to be the common, Head{man :. 
for that it pleafed God to have it fo, that he who had lately borne the, 
higheit office, having been Burgomafler, fhould beare now omer:

adit, and be no better then a hangman, he being fo far from refufing it, that 
he feemed to entertaine his new place whi dak of joy thank- 
~ The Bifhop of ALunfter had for fome Moneths maintained the war alone, 
his own charges : but now Herman, the Archti of Collen, and 
Jobn, Duke of Clene, fent him Money, Ammiunition,fome Troops of Horfe, 
and ies of Foot. The Archbifhep alfo came to the ficge, to fit in 
douncell with them ;and not long after they made fome affaults upon the Ci- 
tie in feverall places ; but {eeing no hopes of ftorming it, they raifed feven 
Forts about it, thereby to Keepe all manner of provifion from coming to — 
them ; intendng rhat fome Companies of Horfe and Foot fhould lie there all - 
the winter. The Bithopot in the mean time demanding aids for 
the continuance of the fiege, of all the Princes and Cities lying upon or neet 
the hazzard and danger might 
in fome fort concern, as well as himfelf. Hereupons meeting was sppoin-

ing wakened, he vouchfafes no mana word , but makes fignes for Peper, | 
and therein he writes down the names of twelve men,and among them 4 
of the beft Gentry that were left ; thefe were now to govern the Commor + 
wealth jn chicf , and to have the ruling of all in his 7/rael..

But when as the Teachers feemed to impugne this his opinion 
bly he plucks off his c inging it upon the ground, toget hs 
Mew Tcftamene, be Swenre, and beares witneffc by thele tokens , that this 
Doétrine that he had caufed to bepnblified , was reveakd unto him from 
Her'ven, and m terrible words threatens them with the heavie difpleafire 
ef God, in cafe they confented not. At length they agreed, and the worthie 
Teachers, tor thre-daies together, preached of nothing but Afatrimony. 
he on the fudden got him him three wives rcot one Was the great Pro- 
phets John Matthews, whom we fpoke of before. There were others like- 
‘Witt that followed his example , fo that-at length ircanid to be @ matterof 
the greateft credit, to have many err fome of the Citizens | 
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mightily difpleafed hereat,and giving notice one to another through the City, 
they called toperher all fuch the Gofpell, into the Market- 
where they apprehended the Prophet and Knipperdoling , and all the relt of 
‘the Teschers.. Which was no fooner known, but the common people broke 
in {trait with Armes totheir refcue, klling out of handfome fifty of the 
with fe verall torments ; fomethey. bound to trees, and others to 
Stakes, and fo fhot them, whileft shechief Prophet cryed aloud , that they 
_ that made the firlt (hot at them did God very pleafing fervice : the reft they 
put to other manner of deaths, butall favouring of exact cruelty. 

Fowards the end of June there arofeanother new Prophet,a Gold-Smith, © 
he calling the whole multitude into the Market place, acquaints them all, thar 
at will and command of their heavenly father, that John of Leyden 
 faenld be made King of the whole world: and that fetting forth with migh- 
ty furees , he fhould promifcuoufly flay all the Kings and Princes of the 
earth, only he fhovld {pare the common people; that is,fuch as had loved ju- 
ftice and truth,and fhould.at length fit on the throne of his father Daved,till 
fuch time as the father fhould againe-requirethe Kingdom at his hands : that 
in the mean while the ungodly being every where fuppreficd and utterly de- 
ftroyed, the righteous generation only fhould reigne in this life. This was no 
fooner | imed in publique, but John of Leyden {trait way fell down jupon 
his knees, and lifting up hishandsto heaven; menand brethren, quoth he 
have had, thefe many daics fince, all this revealed unto me; and was my. felf 

very unwilling to have it made known, but now toconfirm it, the meayerey 
‘Bather hath made of another Minifter. Thus she became King : the 
thing he did was to abrogate the authority of his twelve men hehad chofen: 
andas the fafhionof Kingsis, he makes choice of his Peerage and Nobility 

to attend: him : he commands likewife two Crownes 'to be made him, 
befidesia Seabbard, Chaine, and Scepter,.and and other ornaments of Royall 
‘ Majeftie, and all of the pureft and choicell Gold. Then he appouots fet daies, 
_ on which he would heare all kinde of {uits and complaints that fhould be 
brought before him. Asoften ashecame abroad, he was attended by his 
‘Officers andchofen Nobility: next unto him followed a couple of youths, 
both on horfeback jhe on the right hand carried the Crowmne'and Bible, the 
other bare a saked Sword : his chief wife went in the fame pompe and {tate: 
For Itold you he had many at the fame time. Inthe Market place he had a 
throne raifed for him, alt covered with coath wf Gold. All actions and 
eomplaints which were brought before him , were for. the seep cone 
ecming ‘wives and divorees, and thefe were wondrous often, in fo much as —

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place, thick and clofe together in the croud to heare, that Kwipperdoling get~ 
ting up upon their backs and heads , and creeping along on his hands ac haces | 
thcm,and breathing in tt eir faces, would tay to every oneashe pafed, 
The Father bath fantbifiz 4 thee ; Recetve the Holy Ghoft. On another day 
dancing in the Kings preftnce , (for fo wee muft now call Jobn of Leyden, ) 
Thus was | wont, \aicé he, in former time to dance with my whore ; but now the 
Father hath commanded me to performe the fame in fight of the King. Being — 
troublefome, not knowing when to make an end , the King went his waies 
difpleafed. Then gets he into the Chaire of State , and plaies the King too, 
till the other returning in the interim, quite turned him out of his feate, and 
fo into prifonfor three dayes. | 

During the Siege they wrote 2 booke and publithed it, calling it the R F- 
STITVTION. Among other mattersin this booke they maintaine, 
T hat.the King dome of Clrift fall be {uch here on earth before the final day 
of judgment, that the godly and ele& fhak reigne, the wicked ‘every where be- — 
sng quite dcftroyed and confumed. They fay allo rhat it is Liwfull for the pec~ 
pleto depofe their Magiftrates. Alfo, id they had no expreffe com- 
mand fromthe eApofiles , for the u{mrping of (uch jurifdittion, yer they who 
Were wow Minifters of the Church, ought to alfume to themfelvesthe power of 
the (word, and by force'to conftsture anew forme 6f a Common-wealth. More- 
over that none , except he be arrue Cheiftian indeed, ought tobe endurettin 
the’ Chur ob. And more yet, that none can poffibly be faved , that brings not 
in all be bath into the publique , referving nothing for his private poffeffion. — 
Luther asd the Pope of Rome they terme to be falfe Prophets, but Luther to 
be far YWor[e then the other. Marriage alfo ihey efteemed to be polluted and 
impure, where the parties were not intightened with true faith ; accommting it 
no better then fornication or flat adultery. Thefe found opinions of theirs _ 
have {pecially been confuted by Afelantthon, Fufius, Afemius, Vrban King, 
and that learnedly and at large , in their feverall writings of this fubject, ~~ 
« After fomewecekes,the new Prophet as I tuld youof, blowesa Trumpet 
through «very: {treet of the Citie , and commands all the people to appeare 
armed before the Ca-hedrall Church doores ; for that they intended now to 
drive away the enemie from before the Citie ; and being come thither, - 
they found good cheer ready prepared and dreft. Whereupon they fate down, _ 
asthey were bid, fome foure thoufand of them ; and after them fome thou- 
fand more feafted:, who had been in the meane while upon the watch, The - 
King and Queene with their followers were the chiefe waiters at this fealt. 
aving eaten theit meate, and almoft made an end of their good cheere, the 
Sine coines and gives every one of them bread, with thefe words, Take ye, 
cata yr, declareye the death of the» Lord. Then the Queene taking the 
dulw ¢ é pave

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_ gave it about faying : Drinke ye and declare ye the death of the Lord. After 
this, the Prophet before mentioned gets up into a pulpit,and thence he askes 
the people whether they would obey the Word of God or not, then they 

allaffirmed they would. It is the command faid he then, of our Father,that 

| fome Teachers of the Word, fome 28. fhould be fent:- abroad, who going 
ik forth tothe foure corners of the world, fhould preach the fame do@trine 
which is tavght in this Citic. Vpon this, he names fuch as fhould goe, and 
appoints then which way they fhould fteare their courfe. To O/enbur¢ 
were fent vi. asmany to Warendorf. Ta Lujat 11x. and fo many more 
to Cosfi-ld, After this the King and Queen {upped with the reft of their 
Offices, and them that were defigned to be fent abroad.In the midft of {up- 
per the King rifes, pretending he had forgotten fome weighty bufineffe gi- 
~ ven him in charge by the Father. By chance they had a fouldier in their 
hands lately taken ; tohim the King goes andaccufes himof Treafon, as it 
were another Jadas, and himf{elfe cuts oft his head : Then he comes againe to 

" fupper, and here he relates his bloody deed, pafling it over witha jeft. Af- 

| ter fapper they that were appointed were fent away about fhatting in of 

| night ; befides prowilion for their journeys , every one had 2 piece of gold gi- 
| ven him, which they were commanded to lave in thofe places , that would 
| » motadmit of theit doctrine, as a teftimonie of their enfuing deftruétion, and 
J everlafting perdition for their refufall of peace and fo whoifome do@trine. 
if When they were come to the feverall places whither they were dire€ed,

they firft raifed a great cry every where about the Towne , warning allmen 
mH ingenerall to repent, threatning deftruction tothem otherwifc in a fhort 
| time. This plain trick effecting nothing , they taok their cloakes and {pread 
on the ground before the Magiftrates, cafting thereon the money which had 
| been delivered to then : then afluring thei that they were fent bv God the 
| Father, they freely effered them peace, whic if they would entertain, they 
bring together: & communicate all their poficMions 2 if refafed this 
proff.r of theirs, then thatthe piece of monic dhould rermaine as a token te 
Witnefle againft their keinous unthanbfuloefle and undchef, For that now the 
was coine, foretold by ali the Prophets, wherein God would have ju- 
| Bice tobe odferved over the whole tace of the earth.And when as their King 
|  fhould by the diligent execution ot his office, havsbrought matters to that 
pafle that juftice might reign every where, that then Chrilt would-again deli- 
ver op the Kingdom to his father. Vpon this their wild preachiug, they were 
apprehended , and at firft dealt with ma friendly manner ; but this doing no 
good uponthem , they were afterward queitioned the rack concerning 


- ther fauth and courfe of life, as alfo concerning the ftrength of the Citie. But 
their anfers were, that they only were the men, whofe doétrine was true ;

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which hkewife they would inake good with the very hazard of their lives. 
For that fince the Apoitles age hitherto, the word of God was never taught 


aright, nor any juftice to be fourd among men. That there had been but four 
Prophets at all fince Chrift ; whereof twe were juft ones, Davidand John of 


Leyden ; the other two unjuft ones,the Pope & Lather ; butot thetwo, 
ther the worft. Being queftioned why they forced innocent men out of the 
Citie, and from their eftates, contrary to their agreement, & promife paft un- 
to them, taking into their poff:ffion their wives , children, and all they had ; 
and by what 
theirs? To this they replyed, that the time was now come , wherein Chrif | 
had pa that the meck fould poffeffe the earth. That fo of old God gave 
to the J/raelites all the goods of the Egyptians. After being examined concer- 
ning the forces & {tore of corne they had in the City , ana withal about their 
wives they made feveral anfwers;but to the lait that molt of them had above 
5. Moreover that they daily expected freth forces from Frizdand & Holland; 
that as foone 2s they came, theu Kirg would flue forth withal his armie to 
conquer the whole world, & flay thote Kings who had not admintitred judg- 
ment & julitce. After their uryal, whenas yet they would not acknow tedg 
any othe: Magiftrate, faving their own King, but periifted [tabborn in their 
own wiltull humour, they were all of them bcheaded but one , who by 
chance made aneicape. 
But now the City wa: fo ftraightly befteged, that there was no pafhge 
out left any where. Ther: fore the Citizens tearing a fainine, and apprehen- 
ding the danger they were in, entred into a contultation of Jay ing hands up- 
on the King, and Jelivering Sun up beund tothe Bishop. But the King ha- 
ving notice given him therot,clio.c ont twelve from among al the inultitude, 
whoin he imagined wouk! prove moft faithtull to hie: ;to thef: he committed 
the chief care & chargeot the City, afligning then every one their particular 
place to detend ;befidcs thete he appointed himfc!f a guard to fuppreile al kind 
of commotions and feditions that night arite among them. Having done this, 
calling the whole saultit ude before hin, be promilcs them, they fhould be 
freed From the fiege, and alj kind¢ of waut which might enfue thereupon, 
b-fore Fafer next. But for his twelve chicf Commanders. to them he pros 
mifes far greater matters, they forfooth fhould be Maiquefles, and Dukes, 
and Princes, and J know not what,sfligourg them every one their Provinces 
by name, what Sjgniorics and Caftles they fhould.be made Lords of ; refol- 
ving only to {pare the Lamdgrave, tor that he hoped, as he told them, that he 
in time fhould come to be one of themfelves.. mead 
Wee told youbefore, that there was a mecting ordered of the Princes and 
Cities of the RhenifS Provinces at Coblentz in Decemb. John Frederick tha 
Prince Elector of Saxony caine of his owne accord to this Aflembly. Atter

and to be abhor'd : withall threatning them unlefle they did obey, and fudimnit 
themfelves to their lawful Magiftrate , that the Bithhop who now beficged 
them, and whofe rights they detained, {hoald not want the affiftance of the 
‘whole Empire for his jut reliefe , and redrefle of his loffes.. This was about

Withall the} Tent to 
him the book 1 told you before they publifhed,entit’led the Refirurion, coun- 
felling him to rep: nt, and not as the other ungodly Princes, to make warre a+ 
gainft them who were innocent men, and the very people of God The Land- 
¢rave having perufed, as well their book as their letters | and him{clfe noting 


down with his own hand, what he conceived amiffe therein hee orders his 
‘owne Divines to make an{wer thereunto. And becaufe themfelves had figni- 


fied unto him in their letters, although but in few words and that tuo ‘ome- 

what obfcurely, that their King was not fo much fet up by themfel ves, as ap- 

pointed rar ane over by God himfelfe, he demands of them why they ur- 


ged not thofe places of Scriptare, upon the authority of which they imagi- 
ned it lawfull tor them fo todoe ; withall what fore-running fignes and pro- 


- digies they had to approve and make it good by ? For that God by all his 


Prophets, long before hand foretuld of the comming ‘of Chrift ; & rhat with 
that evidence and plainnefie , that not only the Tribe or ftocke ot which hee 
fhould be defcended , was manifeftly expreffed ,° but alfa'the very tine and 
place where he fhonld be borne. They had defired likewife in the fame letters 
that their Caufe might havea faire hearing : wherenntothe Landgravean- 
{wer Uthat there was now no place left for thar;fecing that they had aflumed 
to themf{eives the power of the {word , and had been theauthors of fo much 


mnifchiefe 
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mifchiefe end calamity ; that every bodie began now plainely to perceive 
what was their main dritt and aime, the {uppreffing of all Lawes, the over- 
throw and utter rine of Common-weales. And that as their attempt for the 
maine of it, was altogether ungodly and execrable ; fo this their requelt, to 
havea hearing of their Canfe, was wholly feignedand counterfeit. Thatfor 
his part, he had formerly fert unto them faithtull Minifters of the Gofpel, by. 
‘whom without all queition, ithey had been nightly inftructed, But whereas 
they now rejecting the whol{ome doctrine of {uch Teachers, had fall'n from 
their obedience to the Magiftrate ; had with violent hands feiz'd upon the 
goods and pofleflions of their neighbours ; had taken to themfelves variety 
and choife of wives ; had deed and fet upanew King among them ; had 
denyed that Chrift had taken on him humane nature from the Virgin AZary ; 
had maintained andafferted the freedome of mans will; had forcibly con- 
{trained the people to acommunication of their goods im publique ; had demy- 
ed pardon and abfolution to lap{’d finners ; that in all thefe they had foulely © 
_wiolated the Lawes, as wellhumaneasdivine. 

_ They having received this Anfwer from the Lamdgrave; made theit re; 
ply, and withall fet hima booke, compofed and written in the high Dutch, 
concerning the A4ifferies of Scripture. And in their Letter they feta faire 

and {pecious glofle upon their own caufe, together withadefence and julti- 
fication of their opinions. Bat in their booke we fpoke of , they madeadi- 
vifion of the courfe and fucceffion of all times, of the whole world , into 
- three parts or ages : That the firft world, frome4dim to Noah, perithed 
mdeed by the delugeof waters : That the fecond, whichis that wherein — 
we now live, fhall be deftroyed by fire: But their third and new world, which 
they mainraine fhall be hereafter, is that, wherein rightéoufnefle and jultite 
beare the fway ; but before this laft fhall begin to datvne and fhed its 
ht inthe eyes of men, it mult neceflarily be, that this old one that now 19, — 

be firft purged by fire ; which fhal! not be neither, before Antichri/t is revea- 
led, and his power utterly fuppreft and trodden downe under foot. That 
then it fhal) come to pafle, that the throne of David which wasealt down, 
fhall be reared upapam and eftablifhed ; and Chrift fhall.again receive his 
Kingdome bere uponiearth , and fo fhall all the fayings of the Prophets be 
accomplifhed. That this prefent world is like the age wherein E/as had the 
power and {way in hishands ; forthat now rightcou{nefle and equity are 
put to filence, and the godly ones only afflicted : But as from the Babylonif 
captivity , fo from the'great'miferics and calamities of this prefent age,there 
fhallatjength a aday of ranfome and reftitution, of freedome and 
liberty for the righteous ; wherein the wicked hall abundantly reecive the | 
reward of all they have done malicioufly sgainft the Saints of God,as is i 
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told and threatned in the Revelation. Now this Refitution is to happen im- 
mediately before this blefled age ot the world, which is yet to come ; fo that 
all the ungodly and wicked ones being fupprefled all the world over, the feate 
and dwelling place of juftice hall be adorned and beautified, The Landgrave 
having peruted this book of thei.s, imployes fome of his owne Minilters to 


write and publith an Aniwer againit it. 


There was a mecting of fome Cities of the Empire at E fling, who amone 
themfelves made a Decree and agreenient, thac thofe who formerly met at 
Coblent=, had power or rizht to impofe any bur hens: upon them, for that 
the confent and authority of the Emperor, ond all the States of the Empire 
were tobe required therein. Whereupon they wholly that Order, 
promifing mutuall aid and affiitance among the otelves , in cafe any one of 
them fhould be called in queftion, or widany. rec herery.

Among other things, which about this time Lather publithed in the 
High ‘Dutch, e4/as, faith he, what, or how fhall I complain, and bewaile 
the fad condition of thefe wretched and forlorn men? Moft certaine it is, 
thac evill (pirits in abundance have taken up here their habitation and refi- 
dencee Howfoever, we ought defervedly to praife the infinite Merey, and 
goodnefle of God herein. For although by rea(on of the contempt of the 
Gofpe!, and the reproach of Gods Name, and the effufion of godly mens 
blood, Germsany hath deferved co fufferthe fierce wrath and di{pleafure 
ef God; yet for all that, he did reftraine the rage and furious attemprs of 
Satax;and fuft-red him not to goe on with ful (wing, and carreere; but 
in mercy gave us gentle warning, ad admonition; And efpecially by this 
Tragedy, or play, of ALfunfFer, which had but little skill. or cunning in It, 
he fairly invited, and call’d ui to che amendment ofou: livers For with- 
our all doubt, except God had held him in with a firong bridle, he be- 
ing fo fudcill a {pirit, and fo much his crafts-mafter, had certainly adted 
his part in afarremore dangerous manner. But now, feeing the good- 
nefle of God had curbed him in, and abated his power, he rages not, and 
plaies his pranckxs, a¢cording to hisowne will and defire; but onely fo 
farre, as the Divine permiffion had given him leave. For chis evill Spirit, 
all whofe endeavour isto fubvert the Chriffian Faith, would not likely

{hall obtaine withed for iffue, and take effe&. A fordid and uncouth at- 
tire,a behaviour of che countenance to compofednefs , and aufterity; a 
hanging of the head, with dejeGted looks s frequent faftings, and an utter 
refufall of the very touch of money ; abftinence from fizth- meats,and mar- 
riage; a deniall of obedience to Magifrates, anda general! difrefpe& to 
all kind of temporall, or civill dominion, with an outward profefhion 
however of extraordinary By chefe

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deed.and by fuch clofe policy as this, even wile men have been over- 
reach't;and by fuck dark,and my fterious courfes, fome have made a way 
and enirance to great fway and Power. But, es here, by extream impu- 
dence, to arrogate andufurpe the power of a King, and according to the 
unro!inc ff¢ of unbounded Juft, to take away wivers that this was che erick 
of fome (hallow and antaught Devi//; or elfe, if hee had all his cunring, 
and {] hin, thit he was fo terter’>d, and chain’ by an ovtr-

ia matters of Forfpeaking ot Ctuitt, they fay hee is nor fprang 
the feed of ihe Virgia 4ry,to ule their own words; alchough con- 
fefs hin to come of the feed of David. Heretiey uviold not the mat:
